Orgmmization.

POLITICALLY SPLIT IN TWAIN.

Factions Contending for Supremacy

Within the Party Lines.

OSLY SLEEPING ON THEIR ARMS.

Heady to Fly at Each Other's Throats
nt the First Note of War—Noth-
tng FPrepared.

Cuicaco, Sept 7.—With all the fuss
and feathers that were painfully in evi-
dence during the last two years, both
political parties begin the campaign of
1892 in Chicago practically without
organization.  The situation is better
explained by the statement of Ex-Sena-
tor Bloom of Auburn Park. He says
‘“‘the republicans have held the city hall
and dispensed the city patrontge for a
year and a half, and yet that party is
not only without orimhization but is
practically split in twain by factions
contending for supremacy within the
party. In the democratic camp the
Harrimon and anti-Harrimon factions
have been sleeping on their arms, but
ready to fly at each other's throats st
the first note of war., Nothing, how-
ever, has been done toward preparing to
battle with the common' enemy— the
republicans. At the opening of the
campaign there was not a demoeratic
organization in Cook county for the
purpose of aiding the party at the gen-
eral election. The fact is that politics,
guch as we have had for the last year
and a hali in this city, has not been
partisan politics, but mere factional
contentions, The city-hall patronage
hes been used not to strengthen the
grahd old party, but to strengthen the
Gilbert-Hertz-Washburne machine a-
gainet the other fections of the party.
The patronage has been dispensed with
o view to controlling the primary elec-
tionr, and not for the purpose of carry-
ing goneral elections. Democratic
plans, such as they are, have been laid
preparatory to a resumption of the
wearisome Harrimon quarrel. Now
that the time has come for active work
with a view of carrying the general
election in November, nothing is ready
and no one appears to know what to do.”
The republican state central commit-
tee will hold a meeting at the Grand
Pacific hotel today. One of the princi-
pal questions to be considered will be
the disposition of speakers. It is in-
tended to take up the congressional
districte separately and apportion the
orators assigneél by the national com-
mittee to Illinois for the campaign.
The other questions to come before the
state committee’s meeting were consid-
ered by the executive officers last even-
ing. Republicans are beginning to
plume themselves in the idea that they

are certain to carry the lower house of
the legislatnre, and whenever there 18
8 possibility of saving a member the
party managers can present claims for
the presence of the greatest guns avsila-
ble in the campaigh.

A Proveutive for Cholera.

Tre Davies, Sept. 7.—Atl a time like
this, when cholera threatens to invade
our land, will you pleaze punblish the
following preventive, and if only one
case may thereby be prevented, it will
repay all the trouble. Marseilles (or
thiaves vinegar, ag il is called)is pro-
nounced infallible as & preventive of
cholera. It was invented during a sea-
son of pestilence, by four thieves, who
spent their time plundering the dying
and the dead, with no fear of infection,
the vinegar with which they sapplied
themselves boing a snccessful disinfect-
ant. Their recipe, which is in use to-
day, is as follows: Dried tops of large
and small wormwood, rosemary, sage,
mint, rue, lavender flowers, two ounces
of ench; calamups root, cinnamon,
cloves, nutmeg, garlic, one and one-
fourth onnces each; camphor, one-half
ounce; concentrated acetic acid, two
ounces; strong vinegar, eight pounds.
Macerate.the herbs in the vinegar for
two weeks; strain, press and add the
camphor dissolved in the acetic acid.
1t is used as a perfume about the per-
gon, or dropped in the water for bath-
ing. A little of it burned on a shovel
will deodorize a room. 8. P. M.

Mac ran over to him and
grasped the defeated man’s hand., Then
the happy victor shoock. hands with
everybody. After the battle, Dick Roche
challenged any man in the world to
fight Mack at 138 pounds, to weigh at
the ring side, for $1,000 a side, and the
best purse any club can hang up.

The policy of
the government i now clearly defined
toward the speedy opening of Indian
reservations, and this, with the great
pressure brought to bear by our repre-
sentatives in congress, will hasten the
event long looked for by citizens in this
vicinity. The Nez Perces reservation
lies almost wholly in this county, and
the opening of the reserve will add
greatly to the benefit of Lewiston. A
balf million acres of the finest grazing
and pastore lands will, within a few
months, bo opened for settlement under
the homestead law.

. THE NEW STEEL DOME.

Sarmount e
State Uapitol. E

“Beveral cars passed down todsy from
the east loaded with iron and stesl, for,
the capitol dome at Salem.

Oregon has many  things to justly
bonst of in'the way Of genial climate, -
fertile eoil, good crope, big red upples
and Jols of pretty girls. Bul, aside
from all these things, she will oo haye |
reason to foel prond of the new eapitel
dome, which is lo surmount tho state
building. Boon the saverage Webfoot
can point with exultation at the hand-
eome addition which is to ornament the .
Speaking of the work
that is now in progress, a contemporary
BAyS:

The eight foundations have already -
been made, having been exeavaled to
the same depth as those under the-
present walls., They are 6x6, the first
course being concrete to, the thickness
of four feet. On top. of this are footing
stones bx5, and 20 inches thick, laid in
cement . mortar. _ HBolted upon each
foundation ie & wrought-iron bedplate
3x3, and securely bolted to this rests
the steel column,  These colomres wilk
be capuble of sustaining the entire losd
of dome and eighty pounds per sqnare
foot of available floor space. The col-
umns are tu be enclosed by a neat casing
of Oregon cedar, with carved eapitals,
moldings, ete. - On top of the columns
will be placed @ cironlnr steel girder,
which is to be proportioned tu earry the
entire weight of the domg and cir-
cular brick wall.

The steel posts and brackets snpport-
ing the first floor of the dome sre to be
wade of euflicient strength to carry the
floor load of 80 ponnds per square foot
and the weight of the dome abave it.
All the frame work above the tirst floor
will be constructed of steel except the
floors, and of sufficlent strength to carry
the superimpoted loads and a wind stress
of 38 pounds per square foot of exposed
surfnce. The dome will be covered with
copper, and all of the side walls and alk
ornaments will be of copper, fustened to
the steel frame by the most approved
methods. The windows are all to be
glazed with double thick best crystal
sheet glase. The stairs, which are to be
of wronght steel, will start from the
apper floor of the capital. The ceiling
lights are to be of art glass in wrought-
iron sash; and the inner surface of the
dome in light-well shall be plastered,
wire lath being used. There will be
plaster casts  and ornaments. The
heavier material for thedome has nearly
all arrived, and the contractors say when
a full foree is once put on thoy can com-
plete the job in 40 days.
